the west Australian state — with 
either Perth or Fremantle being 
touted as the home base. 

Currently Perth Glory is 
enjoying the situation of having 
acces to the 
state's 
business 
sponsors 
without any opposition. 

But Glory officials would 
argue that they are still-in the 
stages of developing their 
club ~ and that there is a long 
way to go. 

Perth Glory do not have'a 
home ground that they can call 
their own although there are 
moves to rectify that situation 
with a purpose built football 
stadium for the state capital. 

In their two and a half 
seasons in the Ericsson Cup to 
date the westerners have 
consistently been the market 
leaders although it is only this 
season that they have seen any 
consolidated success in the 
actual football competition. 

Supporters of the second 
team proposal say that having 
another team would be of 
benefit to both Perth Glory and 
the state’s soccer fans, giving 
Glory local competition as well 
as providing a weekly fare of 
Ericsson Cup football for fans. 

On the field the Glory are 
facing their toughest challenge 
as they go into the busy 


anuary schedule with a s uad 
depleted by in ury and 
suspension. 

That is always a problem or 


Glory,” said one club insider. 
“At this time of the year they 
struggle for numbers but without 
a team in the national Youth 

League, or a comparable 


competition, they do not have the 
ability of carrying a squad of 
twenty two or twenty three 
players.” 

But Perth boss Nick Tanna 
insits that he has done a deal 
with the ASF which guarantees a 
five year virtual monopoly. 

However, it seems that the 
agreement was |ittle more than a 
"gentlemen's handshake’ done 
with a previous SA 
administration. 

Current Soccer Australia 
officials may believe that that 
agreement has no real 
substance. 

Officials at Driver Avenue are 
remaining tight lipped at the 
prospect of a second Perth 
inclusion but it is no secret within 
the game that the Perth success 
story is the envy of all clubs — as 
well as an administration anxious 
to capitalisie on the self-inflicted 
catastrophes being felt in rival 
codes like Rugby League. 

“A second team in Perth would 
be great for our aggregate crowd 
attendance figures,” Inside 
Soccer was told. 


Any team in Perth could 
e pect at least an a erage 
10,000 per game ollowing which 
would mean an e tra 150,000 or 


so fans for the league.” 

And with the Ericsson Cup 
having seen its 500,000 customer 
already this season at Saturday's 
Marconi game that makes a 

mouthwatring 

prospect. 

Attendance 

figures have 
never been so good nationally, 
even although many clubs are 
still guilty of doctoring their 
crowds, 

Estimates of this season's total 
attendance figures would see the 
total league and finals gatess 
come close to 1.5 million — with 
even the 44,000 Grand Final 
record under threat if the Glory 
get the chance to stage their first 
ever season finale.

CAMEROON’S interna- 
tional soccer status was 
still uncertain after 
national television broad- 
| cast the contents of a 
letter from FIFA sus- 
pending the country from 
competition. 

But FIFA said it had 
made no such decision. 

“As far as FIFA is con- 
cemed, Cameroon is not 
suspended from football,” 
FIFA pokesman Andreas 
Herren said. 

"No communication 
has gone out from the 
general secretary's office 
to Cameroon on this mat- 
ter and, as our offices are 
closed until January 4, 
nothing will be decided 
until then at the earliest." 

A statement, reportedly 
from FIFA, was broad- 
cast on Cameroon televi- 
sion stating that the Fed- 
eration Camerounaise de 
Football (FECAFOOT) 
had been suspended from 
all FIFA-organised com- 
petitions after a decision 


on December 23. 

The statement said 
FIFA had taken this 
step because of 
“frequent interference 
in the affairs of FECA- 
FOOT by the Ministry 
of Youth and Sports", 
which has prevented 
the federation from 
implementing  direc- 
tives issued by FIFA 
and aimed at restoring 
order in FECAFOOT. 

FECAFOOT has 
been in disarray since 
its former president, 
Vincent Onana, was 
detained over a World 
Cup tickets sale scandal 
in June. 

He was suspended 
from his post in 
August, along with 
FECAFOOT's national 
Management commit- 
tee. 

FIFA has made no 
secret of the fact it is 
upset at government 
interference in the sport 
in the country.

talent drain 
demanded 


LEADING Australian 
soccer officials are 
fuming about charges 
that our kids are being 
Steered away form 
playing for their coun- 
try by greedy English 
clubs. 

The latest episode 
was highlighted in a 
Sydney Morning Her- 
ald article last week by 
top journalist Michael 
Cockerill but it is just 
another sage in a long 
running episode. 

At one time ASF of- 
ficials tried to impose 
an indenture scheme at 


the Australian Institute 
of Sport to try and curb 
the poaching of young- 
sters which has now 
reached dramatic pro- 
portions. 

Teenagers, some as 
young as 14 and 15, 
are being offered 
Youth Trainee 
Schemes by rich Eng- 
lish clubs who see 
Australia as a still un- 
tapped goldmine — de- 
spite the amount of 


local talent playing 
overseas. 
Because our kids 


come so cheap a great 
many English clubs 


employ scouts and 
agents in Australia to 
track the cream of our 
talent. 

That has prompted 
one leading coach to 
say that it has to stop. 

“It is getting ridicu- 
lous now,” Inside Soc- 
cer was told. 

“Just about every- 
body and his dog is 
involved in supplying 


names to overseas 
clubs, 
“The sad thing is that 


it doesn’t stop with our 
senior players, it in- 
cludes kids who are 


very young and green. 

“Most of these won’t 
last in England but that 
doesn't matter because 
the clubs over there see 
it as a percentage 
game — and who cares 
about the kids who fail. 

“Tf just one makes it 
they have saved them- 
selves millions. 

“Look at Harry Kew- 
ell, he is a great exam- 
ple.” 

The Cool Kid got 
nowhere near an NSL 
club, being snapped up 
by Leeds United while 
being developed at the 
NSW Institute of 


Sport. 

Leeds would argue 
that they developed 
Kewell. 

And it is that same 
Premier League club 
which is at the centre 
of the latest storm. 

Jamie McMaster, 
who is on YTS terms 
with Leeds, has been 
asked to change his 
allegiance to one of the 
four British home 
countries — or jeopard- 
ise his future at the 
club. 

The Central Coast 
teenager has been 


placed in a situation 
which is against FIFA 
law — yet Leeds, and 
their agents in Austra- 
lia, are flaunting them 
at every turn. 

Leeds United has 
even said that it will 
impose the same con- 
ditions on all Austra- 
lian youngsters in fu- 
ture — because they do 
not want to release 
their players for the 
extra travel time in- 
volved in Australian 
home fixtures. 

McMaster, whose 
family is Scottish, was 
tecruited by Leeds last 


year from Westfields 
Sports High School 
which operates under a 
government funded 
sports programme. 

Now headmaster Phil 
Tucker is certain to be 
in front of his bosses 
when he returns after 
his summer holidays. 

His role in identify- 
ing young players to 
English clubs is certain 
to be put under the mi- 
croscope. 

Former NSW direc- 
tor of coaching David 
Lee has criticised the 
school‘s role. 


Lee is a scout for 
English Premier league 
club Middlesborough. 

Three other West- 
fields students, Shane 
Cansdell-Sherriff, Brad 
Groves and Martin 
Hunter, have also been 
offered contracts at 
Leeds United. 

The English club 
also mounted an un- 
successful bid recently 
to back Parramatta Ea- 
gles in Australia’s Na- 
tional Soccer League. 

Had the bid been 
successful then Leeds 
United would have 
provided a clear path 


for its planned con- 
veyor belt of Austra- 
lian soccer talent. 

But other English 
and European clubs 
Operate similar 
schemes and are just as 
active in the Australian 
youth talent market. 

The role of the AIS 
has also come under 
renewed criticism with 
a number of last year’s 
graduates seeking ca- 
reers in England. 

“Who pays the bills 
for these so-called 
coaches. to operate in 
the first place,” Inside 


Soccer was asked. 

“If anyone is even 
partly paid by an Aus- 
tralian government or 
ASF funded _ project 
then they are morally 
responsible to do the 
right thing by the game 
in this country. 

“But they are also 
legally obliged also. 

“The Australian Soc- 
cer Federation should 
ask for an immediate 
Royal Commission.” 

ASF Chairman Basil 
Scarsella is due to have 
talks with Leeds 
United on the issue.

Blatter takes on 
Euro power base 


FIFA president Sepp 
Blatter has called for 
the World Cup finals 
to be staged every two 
years. 

"I want a football 
world championship 
every two years. Then 
the national teams will 
get the rankings they 
deserve,” Blatter said 
in an interview pub- 
lished in the mass cir- 


culation Sunday 
newspaper Sonntags 
Blick. 


"Im calling for a 
clear declaration: do 
we want national teams 
or do we only want 
club football?" 

Blatter said he fa- 
voured holding re- 
gional or continental 
championships during 
every uneven year and 
the World Cup every 
second year. 

The most successful 
teams in the continen- 
tal championships 
would qualify for the 


World Cup. 

"The current four- 
year rotation is out- 
dated. It comes from 
the thirties (1930s) 
when the teams still 
travelled from conti- 
nent to continent by 
ship," Blatter said. 

The newly installed 
FIFA boss has waged a 
lub v country battle 
since he succeeded 
Joao Havelange in the 
post. 

The recent Confed- 


erations Cup debacle 
was seen as a bitter 
blow to his supremacy, 
coming as it did in the 
wake of allegations of 
bribery in“ the FIFA 
elections. 

Blatter has also gone 
out on a limb in pro- 
moting Aftica as a 
venue for the World 
Cup in preference over 
Europe. 

This latest twist may 
just be another step 
along the battle with 


the European super 
power which lies 
mainly at club level. 

With the expansion 
on the European 
Champions League 
now on the table it is 
unlikely that Europe’s 
major club bosses 
would be very recep- 
tive to an almost con- 
tinual World Cup with 
the European Champi- 
onship also gaining in 
popularity. 


War of words 
continues as 
Auckland 
prepare to 
Soin the 
league

A LEADING club offi- 
cial has warned the na-~ 
tional soccer league is 
“on death row” and called 
for Soccer Australia to 
rethink plans to admit an 
Auckland-based team. 

But - national league 
general manager Stefan 
Kamasz angrily disputed 
the claim today, saying 
the Ericsson Cup compe- 
tition was in good shape. 

The war of words 
erupted after Sydney 
Olympic general manager 
Frank Martin challenged 
Soccer Australia chair- 
man Basil Scarsella on 
the future of the league in 
a letter, copies of 
which were sent to all 
NSL clubs. 


“Let us be clear about 
the current status of the 
national soccer league - it 
is on ‘death row’ and 
without some serious 
planning there is.no fu- 
ture," Martin wrote. 

"There is an increasing 
number of clubs into 
which private owners are 
now pouring consider- 
able personal funds and 
they'te looking for a re- 
turn on that investment, 

“The financial structure 
of the league is still ques- 
tionable, no acceptable 
budget for the current 
season has been sighted 
by the policy review 
committee and there is an 
ever decreasing sponsor- 
ship base to meet the 
Teague running ex- 
penses,.." 

Martin's letter was trig- 
gered by a report that the 
Auckland Kings were set 
to officially become the 
NSL's 16th team within 
the next week after the 
SA board reiterated its 
support for the move. 

Martin reminded 
Scarsella of a meeting in 
November where the 
clubs voted unanimously 


list. 


“Mike Smith clearly committed 
a foul,” an irate Melbourne 
Knights official told Inside Soccer. 
“It is about time we started 


that the committee did 
Not accept any new teams 
into the league until a 
plan to determine the 
league's future direction 
was implemented. 

He said the Auckland 
Kings had been rejected 
last year on the basis that 
there was no market 
benefit and their admis- 
sion had the potential to 
be more costly to the 
league. 

“Where is the plan for 
the Ericsson Cup. Rugby 
league has been all 
through this on the 
expansion issue and soc- 
cer is ignoring all that's 
been done,” Martin said. 

"The clubs had previ- 
ously decided we needed 
a five year business and a 
five year marketing 


plan and we really need 
to examine the make-up 
and structure of the com- 
petition. 

“We're in total disarray 
and if plans are not made, 
we'll die financially. 

“Clubs can't pay 
players wages on the re- 
tums through the gates 
and sponsors. 

"We need a national 
promotion and relegation 
scheme, crowd figures 
need to parallel Northern 
Spirit and Perth, profes- 
sionalism is not there and 
we have to ask if there 
are enough quality play- 
ers to justify the extra 
teams." 

In his letter Martin 
wrote: "Recent comments 
in various media regard- 
ing crowd attendances 
cannot be ignored or sim- 
ply passed off with self- 
generated hype publicity 
suggesting that crowd 
figures are on the in- 
crease. It is NOT true." 

Kamasz agreed that 
without serious planning, 
there would not be any 
future in any competition 
but said the future for the 
league looked good.

range plan had been pre- 
pared last August but 
needed finalising before 
it went before the board, 
although it had not been 
seen by the clubs. 

"A budget was pre- 
sented and will show a 
profit this year and 
whether the clubs like it 
or not, the number of 
people watching the 
league on television and 
at grounds is greater than 
at any previous period,” 
said Kamasz. 

“Between half a million 
and 600,000 people are 
watching the ABC live 
telecast each week and 
we're getting higher rat- 
ings than we've had in the 


past. 
"The 466th patron at 


Marconi Stadium on Sat- 
urday night will be the 
league's 500,000th per- 
son to attend a game this 
season and we're confi- 
dent of breaking the mil- 
lion mark before 
the last round in April." 

Soccer Australia figures 
show a total of 985,538 
attending league matches 
last season, inlcuding the 
finals series. 

Kamasz said the clubs 
had opposed the success- 
ful Northen Spirit as 
well Auckland when it 
was first proposed and 
the question of introduc- 
ing new clubs was purely 
a matter for the Soccer 
Australia board. 

"The sooner the Review 
Committee document 
gets the green light, the 
sooner we can start ad- 
dressing problems. But it 
would be better if every- 
one concentrated on their 
own club and allowed the 
board to do its work,” he 
added. 

Perth Glory general 
manager Roger Lefort 
has echoed the senti- 
ments expressed by Syd- 
ney Olympic manager 


Lefort said he was 
disappointed that the 
NSL_ had apparently 
agreed to admit an 
Auckland team into the 
competition, although 
he pointed out that it 
was yet to be con- 
firmed. 

“We made it quite 
clear when we went to 
a policy review meeting 
that we felt that Soccer 
Australia should not be 
admitting any more 
clubs before they have 
some discussions with 
the existing clubs,” he 
said. 

"That was the deci- 
sion at that meeting and 
a vote was taken that 
no action would be 
taken by Soccer Aus- 


tralia until the clubs 
had expressed their 
views. 

"It would appear 
from an article in the 
eastem states (Inside 
Soccer broke the story 
last week and was 
quickly picked up by 
other papers) that the 
decision has already 
been made but it should 
not have been made 
until all clubs had the 
opportunity to air their 
views. 

"But we've yet to be 

advised by Soccer Aus- 
tralia that Auckland is 
in." 
Even though Perth 
consistently draws the 
biggest crowds in the 
NSL, Lefort agreed the 
general level of atten- 
dances around the 
country was cause for 
concern. 

"Being on death row 
might be a bit strong, 
but I don't think that 
soccer in Australia 
through the national 
league is in a very 
strong position," he 
said. "You take away 
the clubs that really 
pull in the crowds, like 
ourselves and Northem 
Spirit, then the crowds 
really are quite disas- 
trous. If the best they 
can do is 2,500 to 
3,000 at some games, I 
think that's pretty poor. 

"I don't know what 
the answer is, apart 
from privatisation of 
the clubs and let the 
national league run 
itself to some degree 
rather than let Soccer 
Australia run it."

And on that note isn‘t it 
high time that our best 
young coaches were 
brought into the system 
as confirmed assistants at 
Under 17 and Under 20 
level. 

If this is the leaming 
ground for players then it 
is equally so the learning 
ground for our future 
national coach. 

To date Australia has 
never adopted any rea- 
soued system of national 
team coach development. 

Little wonder then that 
we haven‘t been to the 
World Cup finals since 
1974, 

Why isn‘t the AIS 
coach involved as part of 
our national youth team 
system? 

OK, so now it‘s time for 
a few suggestions. 

Les Scheinflug does a 
great job at youth level 
but I would like to see 
him move into a more 
technical role while 
bringing in someone like 
Frank Farina, Davie 
Mitchell, Eddie Krnce- 
vic, Angie Postecoglou, 


Branko Culina, Steve 
O’Connor or John Kos- 
mina as team coach — 
in a part time, as neces- 
sary, role (and they are 
all Aussies). 

And in the likelihood 
that Raul Blanco will 
be a strong candidate 
for the national team 
job how about these 
names for a Technical 
Director, Eddie Thom- 
son, Ron Smith or 
Frank Arok? 

The beauty of al! that 
is that we bring in one 
of our best young 
coaches to learn the 
ropes while setting up a 
proper system at the 
senior level. 

Why do have to im- 
port anyone to run our 
junior national teams, 
isn’t there enough tal- 
ent in Australia? 

Of course there are 
other names too, and I 
am sure that our Read- 
ers’ Letters will feature 
some of them in the 
coming weeks. 

And the subject of 
Technical Director 
should get an airing 
too. 

But we must make 
that step otherwise 
every time we lose a 
national coach it is a 
case of almost -going 
back to square one. 

And couldn’t the 
bosses at Soccer 
Australia use the 
time between now 
and the appointment 
of our next national 
coach to implement 
just such a system?

A memorable 


year for 
soccer = im 
French

In London 


Two Frenchmen 
named Aime and 
Zinedine — encapsu- 
lated the A-Z of soc- 
cer in 1998. 

Aime Jacquet de- 
fied almost endless 
criticism of his 
coaching methods 
and team selection to 
fashion France into 
World Cup winners. 

Zinedine Zidane 
emerged as France's 
ultimate hero as his 
team beat Brazil 3-0 
to win the World 
Cup final at the 
Stade de France on 
July 12. 

Zidane scored two 
headers and later had 
his name embla- 
zoned in lights on the 
Are de Triomphe. 

The French victory 
crowned the biggest- 


ever World Cup of 
32 teams and in- 
spired’ celebrations 
that had not been 
seen in the country 
since the end of 
World War Two. 

Apart from 
France's success, the 
World Cup also pro- 
vided the year's 
greatest soccer mys- 
tery after Ronaldo's 
lethargic — perform- 
ance in the most one- 
sided World Cup 
final of all time. 

After apparently 
suffering a seizure 
the night before the 
final, he was taken to 
hospital and his 
name left off the 
team ‘sheet for. the 
game. 

But with less than 
an hour to go before 
kickoff, Ronaldo 
arrived at the sta- 
dium and after major 
disagreements _be- 
tween the coaching 
staff, medical staff 
and senior players, 


the striker was 
named in the starting 
line-up. 

An __ indication 
something was 
wrong came when 
Brazil failed to 


show for their pre- 
match warm-up, and 
it was clear almost 
from the first whistle 
that Ronaldo was 
completely out of 


sorts looking slow, 
sluggish and playing as 
if in a daze. 


Brazil never looked 
remotely like winning 
the match and when 
Emmanuel Petit scored 
the third and final goal 
in the last minute, 
France's victory was 
complete. 

That they achieved it 
without a potent strike 
force spoke volumes 
for both Jacquet and 
Zidane, who, apart 
from his. suspension 
following his first 
round sending-off 
against Saudi Arabia, 
was an inspiration on 
the pitch. 

Jacquet's team over- 
came their lack of fire- 
power, and the tempo- 
rary loss of Zidane for 
two matches, by push- 
ing defenders and mid- 
fielders into attacking 
positions as often as 


possible, and as a re- 
sult, the goals were 
spread around the 
team. 


Defender Lilian 
Thuram scored his first 
international goals 
in the 2-1 win over 
Croatia in the semifi- 
nal, while centre-back 
Laurent Blane scored 
the goiden goal winner 
in the 1-0 
quarter-final victory 
over Paraguay. 

Blanc, one of 
France's _ outstanding 
players, was denied a 
place in the final after 
being sent off in the 
semifinal when Croa- 
tian defender Slaven 
Bilic over-reacted to a 
touch from Blanc, col- 
lapsing and holding his 
head as if he had been 
pole-axed. 

His later apology 
was rejected by the 
Frenchman, but sym- 
bolised one of the 
negative aspects of the 
tournament which ‘pro- 
duced a record number 


of 22 sendings off and 
257 cautions. 

Not only were players 
too quick to dive and 


feign injury, but refe- 
Tees were too inconsis- 
tent, gullible and under 
pressure from FIFA, 
whose conflicting mes- 
sages on how to con- 
trol matches, 
merely made matters 
‘worse. 

Although the World 
Cup did not produce 
one truly great match, 
there .were some 
memorable moments 
and goals. 

The goal of the tour- 
nament was scored by 
Denis Bergkamp in the 
last minute of the 
Netherlands' quarter- 
final against Argentina. 

With the score at 1-1 
Bergkamp collected a 
lofted 70-metre pass 
from Frank de Boer. 

He controlled the 
ball with one touch, 
turned inside the de- 
fender with a second 
and voileyed it home 


with his third. 
Argentina were 

also the victims of an 

audacious goal 


scored against them in 
the second round by 
England teenager Mi- 
chael Owen who ran 
through the defence to 
strike home after a run 
and shot of breathtak- 
ing skill. 

After 120 minutes of 
unrelenting drama 
which saw both teams 
hold the lead and Eng- 
land reduced to 10 
men just after halftime 
when David Beckham 
was sent off, the match 
finished 2-2. 

Argentina won 4-3 


Egypt, who lifted the 
African Nations Cup in 
February, failed to 
qualify for the World 
Cup, while runners-up 
South Africa were out 
of their depth in 
France. 

Nigeria topped their 
group but crashed to 
earth in the second 
round to leave Africa 
still off the pace as 
new FIFA president 
Sepp Blatter argues its 
case to host the 2006 
World Cup. 
Blatter, 


62, — suc- 


Johansson and Blatter 
have been battling to 
steer the ever- 
expanding global game 
forward without it be- 
ing destroyed by a to- 
tally unworkable fix- 
ture list and. sheer 
greed from the leading 
clubs and players. 

It is not yet clear 
whether they will suc- 
ceed. 

Once the World Cup 
was over, UEFA, with 
FIFA's backing, had to 
battle hard to see off 
the threat of a rival 


point. 
It is a worrying 
trend for the future. 


But in this year of 


profound change, 
there were two signif- 
cant successes that at 
least acknowledged 
the past. 

Real Madrid, who 
set European soccer 
alight with their five 
successive European 
Cup wins in the 
1950s and early 
1960s, were crowned

SOCCER STRIKE IN GREECE 


Greek first, second and third division soccer matches 
will not be played until January 10 at the earliest after 
the clubs’ union decided to strike to claim unpaid 


money from state pools. 


"The matches will resume on January 10 if, in the 
meantime, the stat&pays us about one million dollars 
in arrears. If not the strike will become indefinite," an 
Official from the Association of Professional Football 


Clubs (EPAE) has said. 


EPAE claims that OPAP, the state body which runs 
the soccer pools, owes it the sum from last season. 

Apart from the owed money EPAE wants more state 
subsidies as ticket sales have dropped in the past few 
months because of fan violence and allegations of cor- 
ruption in first division matches. 

But there might be no quick solution to the problem. 

Sports under-secretary Andreas Fouras has said 
EPAE's claims were not logical and that “it will not be 


theend of the world if there is no soccer for a few 


weeks.” 


The strike threat is the latest in a series of troubles 


to hit the domestic game. 


A few weeks ago PAOK Salonica fans blocked 
Greece's main north-south highway for five hours 
in protest at a five-match home ban imposed for

The following day another group of PAOK fans 
protested against the TV channel which had broad- 
cast the film of the rioting POAK fans.

SEVEN COUNTRIES 
have now entered the 
race to stage the 2006 
World Cup Finals of 
soccer before the dead- 
line for official bids 
closed on New Year's 
Eve. 

South Affica, who 
officially entered their 
bid on December 14, 
became the seventh 
and final entrant along 
with Brazil, England, 
Egypt, Germany, 
Ghana and Morocco. 
Danny Jordaan, the 
chief executive of the 
South African bid con- 
firmed his nation's bid 
had been sent to FIFA 
two weeks ago. 

Speaking from a 
beach in Port Elizabeth 
where he was spending 
the Christmas and New 
Year holiday, Jordaan 
said: "Our documents 
were registered with 
FIFA on December 14 
and we hope to make a 
formal presentation to 
FIFA at the Soccer 
Expo meeting in 
Cannes in January." 

Morocco, who un- 
succesfully bid for the 
1994 and 1998 finals, 
added their name to the 
list earlier last month. 

The other countries 
all submitted their offi- 
cial bids in November. 

FIFA president Sepp 
Blatter has repeatedly 
advocated the 2006 
finals being staged in 
Africa for the first time 
if all the conditions for 
hosting the tourna- 
ment - stadium facili- 
ties, transportation, 
telecommunications, 
security and hotels - 
can be met. 

The first deadline for 
2006 tompetition was 
December 31 when the 
official declaration of 
intents must be lodged 
with FIFA in Zurich.
